oabla roads, San Francisco, •nill intro- 
duce on the cars an ingenious coutriv- j 
a>uoe which will rtlievs the conductors j 
of the duty of shouting the names of the 
streets that are crossed. Aa the cross- 
ings aro made here I'tev u curtain will 
drop automatically from an "mdicatoi" 
which will ba placed on cnch C'xr, an- 
nouncing to all who can rend, "The 
next street— Kearny," or whatever th« 
nnms of the street may be. This in- 
scription will remain in view until ih« 
street is reached, and then the namo of 
the next succeeding street, takers iln 
place. Tha invention is called "The 
Indicator." 
One of tho clevises was 


placed on car 21 of the IlayeH strest lint 
for trial, and worked to perfection, it jb 
stated. The invention is operated en- 
tirely automatically, 
making its m.- 


nonncomenU as the strsatH are passed 
without the interference of any human 
haud. The mechanism of the concern 
however i» very simple. 
A box thiitoen 


inches long by siitsen inches wide i» 
placed on the inside of the car. In this" 
is hung a roll of cloth, in a somewhat 
similar manner to a towel oil a roller, 
except on the case of the indicator thore 
are two rollers— one at the top and an- 
otbor at the bottom.
